A. As co the firft Argument, the Querift ought 
to have given it up. The Paftors of the Charch 
have undoubted'y by Virrue of our Saviour’s 
Words abovementioned, the Power tranfmitted to 
them of binding and loofiag, of retaining and 
remitting Sins, commonly called the Power of the 
Keys. This Point the Proteftants never difpured 
with the Church of Rom, and itis denyed by 
none bur by the Eraftrans and Libertines. And 
as tothe Argument: for Provers for the Dead, it 
is eafily refuted by deftroying the Foundation: 
upon which itis Built, wz. the Doctrine of 
gatory. Forthe Ninteenth Article of the Trent: 
Creed runs thus, tenes Purgatorum effe, 
animsfque sbi devenas fidelium Suffragiys juvars. 
That is, I &edfaftly maintain that there is a Pure 
gatory, and thac the Souls detained therein are 
he'ped by the Piayers of the Faithful, If then 
there is no fuch Piace as Purgatory, the Popi/h 
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Doétrine concerning the ufefulnefs of Praying fos 
the’ } déiaimed therein is utterly overthrown. 
Thefe two Doctrines do indeed mutually prove 
or deftroy each other, and muft either ftand or 
fall rogother even accogding to their own Sup- 
pofirion. Bur the DeGtrine of Purgatory we have 
already confuted in éyf r Papers, We need 
only add as well concerning Purgatory as Prayers 
for the Dead, tbat fince the Scripture is filent 
concerning both of them, ‘us reafonable to reject 
{uch Doétrines, and in effect we are commanded 
to dofo, For if rhe Apoftles had known oi any 
{uch Torments which muft be endured, and upon 
cougt. of whigh Forerceffion tuft bé made, 
Dear Wanting to their 
forming us of them, that we might know what 
to expect and make Provifion for. Bur it is im- 


pious to charge the Apofties with Negligence, who 


are {aid in Scripture to have declared the whole 
Council ot. God: and confequently we are vir- 


“mally -commanded reject thefe groundlels 
—Doetrines of the Church of Rome.

Y a Holland Mail arrived 
Al Friday, and a Flanders Mail 
on Saturday, we have the fol- 
lowing Advices; ThattheD. «{ 
Savoy had refered the Differen- 
ces be:ween him and the Em- 
perour, to the Arbritation of 
the Q. of Great- Britain and the Srates of Hol- 
land ; That the Barl of Peterborough would fet 
out for Turin as foon as he knows the Iffue of the 
Treaty in Hungary which is fti!! continued, for 
that ‘tis no longer doubted, but the Conteft be- 
rween the Emperour and the D. of Savoy will 
foon be adjxfted ; That a great Namber of Sweeds, 
Tarters and Poles are marching to that Parc of 
Walachia, belonging to the Mofcovites, to oblige 
the Caffacks to join them ; That the King of Swe- 
eden is marched with the reft of his Forces from 
Bender to Jaili, finding himfelf not fafe in the for- 
mer Place: rhere being already an Army of Mut. 
covites arrived within 8 Leagues of ic. 
From Paris the 20th. M. Harcourt is to Com. 
mand under the Elector of Bavaria between the 
Maes and Moielle. M. Villars the Army near 
Arras. The Mareichal de Berons on the upper 
Rhyve. The Marefchal D. of Berwick inDauph- 
ny and Savoy. That the Chevilier St. George 
is gone privately by Night from St. Germaines, 
but not known where. From Broflfels the 234, 
That Letters from Spain Import, that the French 
King had given Orders to befiege Barcelona and 
Werragona at one Time, the former by the Kr. 
Troops in Conjunction with fome Spanith, under 
DP. of Vendotme, the latter under the D. de 
Noailles by the reft of the Spaniards 
On Saturday laft the Bul tor importing French 
Wines, and thar to circulate Exchequer Bills. 
were figred by Commiffion. _ 
On Saturday Morning the Marquisde Guifcard 
- died of his Wounds. |
